The  number  of  Letters  of  Recommendation  issued  amounted  to  688, 
of  these  592  have  been  used. 


While  the  General  Account  this  year  shows  an  increase  of 
£213  17s.  id.  in  the  amount  of  total  receipts  for  the  previous  year,  the 
amount  received  from  voluntary  contributions  show  but  a  very  slight 
increase,  and  the  Collections  show  a  decrease,  and  the  Committee  again 
appeal  to  all  supporters  of  the  Institution  to  make  every  effort  possible  to 
increase  during  the  coming  year  the  amount  of  Collections  and  Voluntary 
Contributions. 

it  is  noted  with  satisfaction  that  notwithstanding  the  number  of 
Patients  treated  this  year  is  greater  and  the  average  stay  of  each  Patient 
in  the  Hospital  is  longer  than  last  year,  the  amount  of  the  deficit,  namely, 
£381  19s.  9d.,  is  less  than  the  amount  of  the  deficit  shown  in  the  General 
Account  last  year.  This  amount  is  still  very  large,  and  it  is  only  by  a 
satisfactory  response  to  the  appeal  now  made  that  a  serious  adverse  balance 
in  the  Accounts  for  the  coming  year  can  be  avoided. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  General 
Report  of  last  year  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  carry  out  a  scheme  to 
provide  improved  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  Staff  and  living 
accommodation  at  the  Institution  for  a  Porter  and  his  Wife,  consideration 
was  given  to  this  matter,  and  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  building 
of  the  accommodation  required.  Plans  for  this  purpose,  prepared  by 
Messrs.  Rogers  &  Shrimpton,  Architects,  Knighton,  were  considered  by 
a  Special  Building  Committee,  and  Tenders  for  carrying  out  the  work 
were  received  by  that  Committee,  and  upon  their  recommendation 
the  Plans  were  approved  and  the  Tender  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Griffiths 
for  carrying  out  the  work  was  accepted.  The  building,  commenced  in 
June  last,  is  now  approaching  completion,  and  provides  on  the  ground 
floor,  Sitting  Room,  Kitchen,  Scullery,  2  Bedrooms,  Bathroom,  etc., 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Porter  and  his  family,  and  on  tne  first 
floor  6  comfortable  Bedrooms,  Bathroom,  etc.,  for  the  Nursing  Staff. 
There  will  be  telephone  communication  between  the  Wards  ana  the 
Porter’s  quarters,  so  that  the  Porter  may  be  summoned  at  any  time  during 
the  night  in  case  of  an  emergency  requiring  his  assistance.  The  additional 
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bedrooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  new  building  will,  with  the  othet 
bedrooms  in  the  Institution,  provide  a  separate  and  comfortable  bedroom 
for  each  member  of  the  Nursing  Staff.  The  new  elevation  harmonises 
well  with  the  Hospital  Building  and  has  a  pleasant  effect.  The  total 
cost  of  the  new  building  will  be  approximately  £3,000,  which  is  being 
met  by  income  accumulated  in  past  years. 


The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  installation  of  an 
X-Ray  Apparatus  of  the  latest  type  asked  for  by  the  Medical  Staff. 
It  is  recognised  that  the  equipment  of  a  modern  Hospital  cannot  be  con¬ 
sidered  complete  without  an  X-Ray  Installation,  which  the  Committee 
have  decided  to  procure.  The  cost  of  this  will  amount  to  about  £500, 
to  meet  which  it  has  been  decided  to  start  a  special  fund,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  appeal  for  contributions  to  the  X-Ray  Fund,  which  may  be  sent 
to  the  Secretary, 

The  Committee  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  The  Hon. 
Gertrude  Walsh,  formerly  of  Guidfa,  Penybont,  for  many  years  a  member 
of  the  General  Committee  and  the  House  Committee  of  this  Institution; 
and  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Albert  Jordan,  D.D.,  of  Llanbadarn  Fawr 
Rectory,  a  member  of  the  General  Committee  of  the  Institution. 

Under  the  Will  of  the  late  Mr  Henry  Charles  Thomas,  of  Fron- 
heulog,  Llandrindod  Wells,  the  Hospital  has  received  a  legacy  of  £100. 


The  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  Ball  and  the  Llandrindod  Wells 
Street  Collections,  etc.,  in  aid  of  the  Hospital,  have  again  realised  sub¬ 
stantial  sums,  and  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  deep  gratitude  and 
thanks  to  the  organisers  of  these  functions  for  the  substantial  sum  received 
as  a  result  of  their  efforts. 


The  Report  of  the  House  Committee  has  been  received  and 
approved,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Members  of 
the  House  Committee  and  the  .Secretary  for  their  constant  attention  to  the 
working  o,  the  Hospital,  and  the  Committee  desire  to  give  expression  to 
their  warm  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Medical  and  Hospital  Staffs. 


Tne  Committee  wish  to  convey  their  thanks  to  the  Subscribers  and

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MEDICAL  REPORT.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  Llandrindod 
Wells  Hospital  and  County  War  Memorial, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  done  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  ending  80th  November,  1928. 

The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  was  428,  an  increase  of  68 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Of  these  233  were  Medical 
Cases,  183  Surgical  and  7  Maternity.  There  is  a  decrease  of  20  in  the 
Medical,  and  an  increase  of  63  in  the  Surgical.  This  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  number  of  cases  of  operation  for  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids,  sent  by  the  Education  Committee  on  the  advice  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer,  and  the  remainder  are  chiefly  the  major 
operations  of  Surgery. 

Under  the  County  scheme  of  assisting  necessitous  and  compli¬ 
cated  cases  of  Maternity,  seven  were  admitted-  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  but  two  children  were  stillborn  owing  to  the 
circumstances  which  necessitated  urgent  Hospital  treatment. 

There  have  been  21  Private  Cases  in  the  Private  Wards,  the 
average  stay  being  21 ‘9  days  and  the  total  being  65  wreeks  and  3  days. 
Here  is  increasing  evidence  of  the  usefulness  oh  these  Wards. 

The  Dental  Officer  has  not  furnished  any  report,  but  as 
occasion  has  arisen  his  skilful  services  have  been  much  appreciated. 

The  Medical  Staff  wishes  to  express  its  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Nursing  Staff  for  their  constant  careful  and  devoted  co-operation  in 
all  that  pertains  to  the  well  being  of  the  Patients.

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RULES. 


1.  — This  Institution  shall  be  known  as  ‘‘The  Llandrindod  Wello 
Hospital  and  County  War  Memorial.” 

2.  — The  Institution  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
poor  w  hen  suffering  from  disease  or  accident,  No  cases  of  an  infections 
or  incurable  nature  will  be  considered  suitable.  The  primary  object 
of  the  Institution  being  to  benefit  the  poor  of  Radnorshire  and 
Breconshire,  preference  shall  be  given  patients,  from  those  counties. 

3- — The  property  belonging  to  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in 
“The  Official  Trustee  of  Charity  Lands”  and  “The  Official  Trustee  of 
Charitable  Funds.” 

4. — The  Governing  Body  of  the  Institution  shall  consist  of  Life 
Governors  and  Annual  Governors. 

5.  — Life  Governors  and  Annual  Governors  shall  be  qualified  as 
follows : — 

(b)  Each  Annual  Subscriber  of  £1  and  upwards  to  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital  shall  be  an  Annual  Governor  and  shall 
have  one  vote  for  each  pound  of  his  or  her  subscription. 

w)  Each  person  who  remits  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  a 
sum  of  £1  and  upwards  received  from  offertories  or  other 
public  collection  shall  be  an  Annual  Governor  for  the 
twelve  months  following  the  remittance  and  shall  have  one 
vote  for  each  pound  of  such  remittance. 

(d)  Each  Donor  of  £1  10s.  and  upwards  to  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  an  Annual  Governor  and  shall  have 
one  vote  for  each  £1  10s.  of  hisi  or  her  donation. 

6— A  General  meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be  held  annually 
m  the  month  of  January,  convened  with  not  less  than  14  days’  notice 
by  the  Secretary. 

7.— No  motion  not  arising  out  of  the  business  of  the  day  shall  be 
made  at  any  General  Meeting  without  previous  notice.  Such  notice 
shall  be  given  m  writing  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  20tli  of 
November,  and  a  copy  of  it  shall  be  forwarded  to  each  Governor  with 
the  notice  convening  the  Meeting.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  the  motions 
which  this  rule  applies,  the  decision  of  the  Chairman  shall  be  final. 

8.— A  Committee  of  Management  consisting  of  not  less  than  twenty 
Governors,  shall  _  be  elected  at  each  Annual  General  Meeting,  in 
addition  to  ex-officio  Members.  Honorary  Officers  appointed  by  the 
Committee  shall  be  ex-officio  Members. 

,  9-rT,hf  ??m^ittee  sl?1alL  at  first  Meeting  elect  their  Chairman 
who  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Committee  Meeting  in  the  ensuing 

year.  .  In  his  absence  at  any  Meeting  the  Members  present  shall  e'ect 
a  Chairman 


f  +,10-~T+h®  Power  of  making  and  repealing  Rules  for  the  government 
of  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  m  the  Committee  of  Management  for 
the  time  being.  No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  the  Rules  unless  notice 
in  writing  of  the  proposed  changes  shall  have  been  sent  to  the 
becretary  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  datu  of  the  next  Meeting  of 
the  Committee. 
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11.  — Committee  Meetings  shall  be  herd  at  the  Hospital  and  he 
convened  with  ten  days’  notice  unless  notice  of  proposed  alterations  in 
the  Rules  shall  have  been  sent  to  the  Secretary,  under  Rule  10,  in 
which  case  the  Committee  Meeting  shall  be  convened  with  Twenty-one 
days’  notice,  and  in  such  notice  the  Secretary  shall  specify  any  changes 

12.  — The  Committee  shall  hold  its  first  Meeting  within  one 
Calendar  Month  of  its  election.  Special  Meetings  shall  be  convened  by 
the  Secretary  at  any  time  on  the  written  request  of  the  Chairman 
or  of  three  Members  of  the  Committee.  Seven  Members  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

13.  — The  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  appoint  and  dismiss 
all  officers  and  servants  of  the  Hospital ;  to  fix  their  remuneration  when 
salaried ;  to  make,  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  required  for  the  good 
management  of  the  Institution  and  to  delegate  such  powers  and  duties 
as  they  may  think  fit  to  Sub-Committees  of  their  number. 

14.  — Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  entitled  to  visit  ard 
inspect  the  Hospital  at  all  times,  and  the  Committee  may  make 
arrangements  to  ensure  that  the  Hospital  shall  be  visited  by  Members 
of  the  Committee  at  regular  intervals. 

15.  — The  Committee  shall  at  its  first  Meeting  appoint  the  Medical 
Staff  for  the  ensuing  year.  No  gentleman  shall  be  eligible  unless  he 
possesses  the  legal  qualifications  required  by  the  Local  Government 

Board. 

16.  — In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Medical 
Staff  in  the  course  of  the  year  the  Committee  may  make  such 
arrangements  as  seem  to  them  most  advisable  for  the  current  period. 

17.  — The  Matron  shall  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  the 
Hospital.  She  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  linen,  bedding,  towels,  etc., 
and  keep  a  correct  inventory  of  the  same  for  producing  when  required 
by  the  Committee,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee, 
have  power  to  engage  and  dismiss  the  servants  of  the  Institution.  Her 
engagement  shall  be  terminable  by  three  months’  notice. 

18.  — The  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  to  conduct 
the  correspondence  relative  to  the  Institution ;  to  pay  all  bills  by 
cheque  ;  to  collect  the  subscriptions,  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same, 
and  to  fulfil  such  duties  as  the  Committee  may  direct. 

19.  — Patients  shall  be  nominated  by  Governors  and  admitted  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Consulting  Physician,  excepting  the  cases  therein 
otherwise  provided  for. 

20.  — Subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  January  1st  each  year,  and 
no  Governor,  whose  subscription  is  in  arrear,  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
present  at  any1  meeting. 

21. — Each  Life  Governor  shall  have  one  Letter  of  Recommendation 
annually  for  every  £10  in  his  or  her  donation  given  before  the  1st  January 
1925,  and  for  every  £15  15s.  in  his  or  her  donation  given  on  or  after  that 
date;  each  Annual  Governor  shall  have  one  Letter  of  Recommendation  for 
every  f\  contributed  which  will  be  forwarded  on  receipt  of  subscription  ; 
and  each  Donor  shall  have  one  Letter  of  Recommendation  for  every  £110s. 
in  his  or  her  donation.  The  letters  remain  in  force  only  until  the  end  of  the 
current  year,  unless  specially  dated  under  Rule  5  c)  at  the  time  of  issue 

22.  — Every  application  for  admission  is  to  be  addressed  to  the 

Secretary,  with  a  letter  of  Recommendation  duly  filled  up.  If  the 

patient  is  not  admitted,  a  new  Letter  of  Recommendation  will  be  sent 
to  the  Governor  who  recommended  the  case. 

23.  — Any  suitable  case  with  one  Letter  of  Recommendation  can 
be  admitted  in  the  Hospital  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  three  weeks, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officers.  Should  a  longer  stay 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officers  be  advisable,  or  very  desirable 
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another  Letter  signed  by  a  Governor  (but  not  otherwise  filled  up)  wiU 
be  required  for  each  further  period  of  three  weeks.  The  Patient  to  pav 
in  advance  7s.  per  week.  Patients  not  residing  in  Radnorshire  oi 
Breconshire  to  pay  10s.  6d.  per  week.  All  Children  under  the  age  of 
14  years  to  pay  5s.  per  week.  Cases  of  sudden  accident  only  may"  be 
admitted  without  a  Letter. 

24.  1  he  Committee  shall  have  power  to  enter  into  any  special  arrange- 
nient  toi  tne  leceptiou  of  particular  Patients  and  such  special  arrangement 
m  case  of  conflict  with  Rules  snail  prevail.  Such  special  arrangement 
shall  not  be  made  by  the  Committee  for  a  longer  term  than  12  months, 
unless  it  shall  be  confirmed  by  Resolution  at  the  first  General  Meeting  of 
Governors  to  be  held  after  the  date  of  such  arrangement. 

25.  — No  Board  of  Guardians  can  be  a  Life  Governor  or  an  Annual 
Governor  of  the  Institution,  and  n0  Letter  of  Recommendation  can  be 
issued  to  any  Board  of  Guardians.  Suitable  Cases  can  be  sent  to 
tne  Institution  by  any  Board  of  Guardians  upon  the  terms  that  the 

fxu  Guardians  Pay  a  sum  Per  d'ay  sufficient  to  cover  all  expense 
of  the  maintenance  and  treatment  of  the  Patient  sent  by  them  and  a 
l  atent  who  is  in  receipt  of  relief  from  the  Guardians  can  only  be 
admitted  m  this  manner. 

2b.  Pauper  Patients  shall  be  admitted  on  the  distinct  under¬ 
standing  that  all  cases  entitling  the  Parochial  Medical  Officer  to  an 
extra  pnyment  shall  be  paid  by  the  Guardians,  as  before. 

,  Vn6ry  male  Patient  who  is,  or  whose  dependants  are. 
entitled  to  Benefits  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  shall  pay 
in  advance,  m  addition  to  the  Patient’s  Fees  already?  payable,  a  further 
1  at  lent  s  lee  of  2s.  6ci.  per  week,  and  every  Female  Patient  who  is  oi 
v.  hose  dependants  are,  entitled  to  such  Benefits  shall  pay,  in  addition  to 
the  latients  Fees  already  payable,  a  further  Patient’s  Fee  of  1/-  per 
week. 

BYE-LAWS 

1. — All  Patients  are  expected  to  have  a  bath  on  the  day  of 
admission,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

2. — Patients  before  leaving  their  Ward  in  the  morning  shall  turn 
back  the  beuclothes  and  open  the  windows,  if  fine.  Patients  aie 
expected  to  make  their  beds  after  breakfast,  to  wash  up  after  meals, 
to  dust  the  \\  ards,  to  assist  in  nursing  other  Patients,  and  to  help  in 
general  work  of  the  Hospital,  unless  excused  by  inability  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

3-  Patients  must  obtain  leave  of  the  Matron  before  going 
outside  the  Hospital  doors,  and  must  return  punctually  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  before  meals. 

Prayers,  8  a.m.  ;  Breakfast  8.15 ;  Dinner,  12.30 ;  Tea,  4.30 ; 
Supper,  7;  Prayers,  8  p.m.  ;  Lights  out  at  10  p.m.  ;  after  which  no 
talking  allowed  in  the  Wards. 

4.  Patients  must  not  enter  the  Kitchen,  Wards,  or  Day  Room 
other  than  their  own,  except  by  the  direct  permission  of  the  Matron. 

5- — No  patients  are  to  smoke  without  permission,  and  then  orlv 
in  a  room  specially  provided  for  the  purpose. 

6.  — Every  requisite  article  of  diet  shall  be  provided  in  th« 
Hospital  and  Patients  shall  not  receive  food  and  drink  from  any  other 
source  without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical  Officers.  Any  patient 
entering  a  Public-house  shall  he  liable  to  be  discharged. 

7.  — Each  Patient  is  required  to  bring  a  sufficient  change  of  linen 
for  personal  use,  a  brush  and  comb,  and  a  pair  of  soft  slippers,  and  to 
pay  for  his  or  her  own  washing.
